A resolution ca lling for fur­ 
ther negotia tion on the sa la ry 
ma tter between the legisla ture s 
Community College Committee 
a nd the Boa rd of Trustees of 
the college, wa s pa ssed by a 
21 8 ma rgin. 
Four legisla tors 
were a bsent. 
Some 37 negotia ting sessions, 
it wa s 
reported, 
ha ve ta ken 
pla ce between the two groups 
since the new budget wa s first 
considered.

a sking a n a vera ge pa y boost of 
18.1 per cent a s opposed to the 
13.5 per cent hike being offered 
by the legisla ture.

effect since the end o f the Six Day War in 1%7. 
Du ring that perio d, mediatio n effo rts by United Natio ns 
special representativ e Gu nnar Jarring wo uld be resu med 
within the framewo rk o f a U N. Secu rity Co u ncil reso lu ­ 
tio n. which also dates back to 19 07. Its essential po ints 
are Israeli withdrawal fro m o ccu pied Arab territo ry , 
repatriatio n o f o r reparatio ns to displaced Palestinian 
Arabs and reco gnitio n by the Arab wo rld o f Israel's right 
to ex ist as a so v erign state. 
While Egy pt's President Nasser say s o ne thing to 
Western diplo mats and ano ther thing fo r do mestic co n­ 
su mptio n, it is believ ed that his “ u nco nditio nal” accept­ 
ance o f the Ro gers plan is in fact u nco nditio nal. 
Jo rdan has said it will go alo ng with Egy pt. Sy ria and 
Iraq hav e deno u nced the plan, y et this is seen as merely 
fo r pro paganda effect o nly . 
Israel will also assertf. with assu rances that Nasser 
will no t take adv antage o f the cease-fire to increase his 
o ffensiv e military strength alo ng the Su ez Canal. 
Bu t this is as far as ho pes dare go . fo r any nu mber o f 
seemingly irreco ncilable differences still stand in the 
way o f permanent peace in the Middle East. 
In retu rn fo r real and gu aranteed secu rity amid the 
sea o f Arabs which su rro u nds her o n three sides. Israel 
m ay ev entu ally be willing to giv e u p the Sinai Desert, and 
ev en the strategic Go lan Heights inside Sy ria’s bo rder 
bo u ght with so mu ch blo o d. 
Bu t she has swo rn nev er to relinqu ish co ntro l o f 
Jeru salem in Israel-o ccu pied Jo rdan. This is no t a mili­ 
tary o r po litical co nsideratio n bu t a religio u s o ne. em ­

against Israel. 
The Palestine liberatio n mo v ement has emerged as a 
third fo rce in its o wn right, o ne that v ery nearly to ppled 
Jo rdan’s King Hu ssein fro m his thro ne in Ju ne and o ne 
who se po wer and po pu larity no Arab leader can igno re. 
In the face o f all this, if the ho pe fo r peace can su rv iv e, 
let alo ne gro w stro nger in the threemo nth trial o f the 
Ro gers plan, the wo rld will tru ly hav e witnessed a 90- 
day s’ wo nder.
